“SIT STEADY IN THE BOAT.” 
There is a common little phrase which 
falls readily from our lips at what appears 
to be very little provocation, yet It conveys 
its meaning in a striking way. 
“Sit steady 
in the boat,” contains a bit of advice which 
few of us ponder 
over 
without 
benefit. 
Host of us are aw are that there are certain 
times, especially when we are working un­ 
der a nervous strain, or in a desperate fight, 
perhaps, to beat time 
when 
everything 
seems to go wrong and, as a consequence, 
w e begin to go to pieces, and end by mak­ 
ing a mess of a job that very probably we 
could have carried to successful comple­ 
tion if we had retained proper self-control. 
Of course self-control, while a very vital 
factor in our daiTy life, is not always at 
our command at just the moment we need 
It the most, and, therefore, the homely little 
counsel of “sitting in the boat” goes a long 
way toward helping us out of tight places. 
Sometimes we fee! that v;e cannot take the 
time to compose ourselves; that if we try 
to do so we will lose valuable time that 
should be applied to the work in hand. But 
if we are not able to apply this little bit of 
time in the way it should be applied why 
not use it in an effort to steady our nerves 
and gather our forces together^ 
ín the great tests of life also the advice is 
wise and worth much to the sincere man. 
Things happen sometimes that confuse and 
confound us with the rapidity of their ac­ 
tion. No sooner do we believe that we have 
gotten one problem in hand than another 
arises to put us out of gear again, and in the 
effort to get our bearings we feel lost and 
dismayed. 
Then it is, of all times, that we 
should “sit steady in the boat,” and not lose 
our balance. 
If we take the time to look 
things over carefully, to relax our strained 
nerves, to try to glimpse our problems as a 
whole, and to remember that we can only 
do our best we shall 
probably find the 
strength and the ability to work our way 
out of the confusion into clearer fields of 
work. 
We know even from limited exper­ 
ience that we cannot do many things at 
one time without becomiug hopelessly en­ 
tangled, and it is just for this reason that 
so many persons just when they need clear 
minds and cool heads to solve some knotty 
problem fail to measure up to the demands 
ngade upon them. 
Cool heads and clear 
brains are not nourished in an atmosphere 
of disorder and confusion. 
They need the 
quiet and tranquility that produce good re­ 
sults, and the temporary withdrawal from 
a scene of nervous 
strain 
and 
confused 
vision in order to permit even a slight re­ 
laxation of higher tension is very often the 
only way by which we can meet many of 
our tests, and bring success out of what at 
one time appeared unqualified failure. 
Especially when in the multiplicity of 
small matters that crop out unexpectedly 
in a day’s w ork must the man upon whom 
the greatest measure of responsibility falls 
keep himself under good control, and the 
best way to do this is to “sit steady,” not in 
self-imposed idleness in order to watch for 
what might happen, 
but 
with 
an open 
mind, a quiet heart and the will not to let 
the hundred and one petty trifles and trials 
that are bound to creep into the day affect 
his temper. 
No man can work well who is 
constantly annoyed by the smaller, insigni­ 
ficant details of those things that are not 
really important to his chief work, yet that 
is ju^t what 
will 
happen if he does not 
watch his step and see to it that he does 
not undertake to do more than he has set 
out to do. It is the thousand and one rami­ 
fications of life’s 
varied 
interests 
that 
sometimes prove too much for the average 
person. 
They set his nerves on edge and 
his temper out of tune; and they keep him 
keyed up to such a high pitch that it is not 
possible for him to sound the clear notes 
necessary to his success. 
A man in such a 
position may say that it is not possible to 
remain tranquil, that he has too much to 
attend to without taking the time off to 
think out the best way in which to proceed. ( 
But that is a part of the game we are all 
playing, this thinking out the best way in 
which to proceed, 
and 
especially is this 
true when we arc lost in the confusion and 
turmoil of trying to do more than we can j 
mentally or physically do. It is a bad policy 
to squander our time and our energies in 
*ueh useless ways; there is too much to be j 
lone as it is, and th J beat way bv which we j 


CHANGE SHOULD BE MADE. 
The president adopts a popular “catch- 
phrase” when he opposes “tinkering with 
the constitution.” Most people are opposed 
to that practice in the abstract and on “gen­ 
eral principles,” but a 
better argument j 
than this is necessary to discredit the pro- j 
posed amendment which would provide 
that a congress elected in November sh all1 
begin to function on the first of January. 
Nor is the other argument which Mr. Har­ 
ding advances against the change impres- ¡ 
sive. 
He thinks it w?ell that newly elected 
members of congress should have thirteen 
months as a cooling-off period between the 
heat and passion of election day and the 
convening of the congress. 
In practice no 
such cooling off takes place. 
On the contrary, the heat and 
passion 
grow*. 
They grow' because in many cases 
the repudiated congress utilizes the inter­ 
val left to it to push forward as far as pos­ 
sible, sometimes to actual completion, the 
very policies and 
practices 
which have 
caused the heat and passion. 
The New 
York Herald cites an interesting illustra­ 
tion of this. It recalls that in the mid-term 
election of 1890, fought mainly on the tariff 
issue, the people reversed the complexion 
of the house, returning 235 democrats as 
against 88 republicans, and cut down the 
republican senate majority. 
The republi­ 
cans, heedless of this rebuke, went ahead 
with their policies, and “in 1892 the people 
reaffirmed the verdict 
of 
1890 with re­ 
sounding emphasis. 
Largely on the same 
issue, they gave the democrats not only the 
house but the senate and the presidency as 
well.” 
So much for the “cooling-off” argument. 
Even if it were sound, w hich it is not, it is 
not as important that congressmen be given 
time to cool off as that our system of gov­ 
ernment be purged of defects, in the form 
of anachronisms, which prevent it from be­ 
ing truly representative because they pre­ 
vent it from being responsive to the peo­ 
ple’s will. As matters now stand, a hold­ 
over congress of “lame ducks” is able to do, 
and frequently does, 
exactly the things 
which the people have voted against and 
some of these things can be undone only 
with great difficulty and after long delays. 
This is so obviously 
undemocratic that 
the states in their legislative systems do not 
tolerate it, and it is absurd for the nation 
to tolerate it longer. 
To amend the con­ 
stitution to do aw'ay with this evil is not 
“tinkering” with that document. Because 
a house was built in the colonial period is 
no reason wrhy its occupants should con­ 
tinue to use tallow.candles while all the 
neighbors have electric lights.

ious stone fields of the Soutb Amer 
lean republic, 
covering 
m ore than 
300 miles through the mountains of 
. the state of Minas Gerais on mule 
back. 
The specimens 
obtained 
Include 
i gold, diam onds, aquamarines, beryl». 
• em eralds and topazes, besides a num 
i ber of m inerals of the rare earths. 
! Among the specim ens Dr. Farrington 
believes he has one or two m inerals 
hitherto unknown to science. 
The big five pound topaz is one 
f 
a large num ber of enorm ous sem i­ 
precious stones obtained by the scien­ 
tists, but in point of size is an infant 
compared to a twenty-six pound topaz 
which they saw at one of the mines. 
The giant stone was valued at about 
$75 a pound. Cut up and polished a 
first grade topaz is worth $5 to $10 a 
carat. 
Diamond mines were visited in the 
region of Diamantina, 500 miles north 
of Rio, In the center of a vast dia­ 
mond bearing area. 
The stones can 
be successfully mined only in the 
neighborhood of water for washing 
the coarse earth away. The diamonds 
are found in beds totally different 
from those in 
South 
Africa, 
the 
matrix being a quartzite composed of 
sands washed from older lands. 
The semi-precious 
stones 
in the 
state of Minas Gerais are found in 
coarse granites or pegmatites so de­ 
composed that th3 gems can be min­ 
ed with a shovel. 
The expedition visited the Morro 
Velho gold minq, which is the deep­ 
est mining shaft on earth. Its lowest 
level is 7,000 feet below the surface. 
At this great depth the temperature 
of the rock is 117 degrees Fahrenheit, 
making it necessary to maintain an 
elaborate refrigeration plant on the 
surface to force cold air down to the 
miners. 
The deeper the shaft goes, 
however, the richer the ore found, so 
the additional cost of mining is more 
than offset by the returns.

DEATH DECREASE 
FROM TUBERCULOSIS 


Daniel' Swafidoss, 
national 
rural 
work secretary of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association of Indiu was in 
Sedalia Thursday and made an ad­ 
dress at a dinne* in his honor at the 
association building that evening. Mr. 
Swamidoss Is cne of India's most 
outstanding native leaders and aside 
from Mr. Gandhi, the leader of the 
extremist movement, probably has a 
larger following among the masses of 
his people than any other man. He is 
making a tour through America at j 
this time to study Y. M. C. A. meth-1 
ods especially and to bring a message 
from his own country. Though a na-1 
tive East Indian lie speaks English 
fluently, being a graduate of an Eng­ 
lish university. It was rather a uni­ 
que sight to see him at the speakers * 
table with his dark skin and bright j 
colored turban, this leader of mil­ 
lions of people on the other side of 
the globe. 
Mr. Swamidoss said that he admir­ 
ed Gandhi for his high ideals and na­ 
tional spirit and patriotism but that 
he was impractical, and that the Eng-) 
lish authorities did right in impris­ 
oning him. 
Mr. Swamidoss thinks, 
that India should remain a part of the 
British 
empire, 
and 
gradually 
through a term of years be given self- 
government 
such as Australia. 
He 
said that millions of Gandhi’s follow­ 
ers thought that he was super natural I 
and bullet-proof and that the authori­ 
ties could not touch him, but now 
since he has been put in rail, they re­ 
alize that he is human, and perhaps 
wrong in his demands that England 
give India absolute free government 
immediately. 
Many of the former 
followers of Gandhi are now* turning 
to Swamidoss and his program of co 
operation with England. 
Although Swamidoss has been of 
fered a high government position by 
the British empire he has declined to 
accept the appointment for the rea­ 
son that he believes his position as 
head of the Y. M. C. A. rural work in 
India will 
enable 
him 
to be of 
greater service in solving the eco­ 
nomic and religious problems of his 
people. 
He told, in a most Interest­ 
ing wav of the methods employed by 
himself and his co-workers of the] 
Y. M. C. A. to relieve the Indian vil­ 
lagers, both Christian and non-Chris-1 
tian from debt, disease, drunkenness 
and other elements of poverty strick­ 
en life. 
He told how by the estab­ 
lishment of a chain of their Y. M. C. 
A. rural cooperative banks the far 
mers could get money tor improved 
implements 
and 
tested 
seed com ] 
which 
enabled 
them to quadruple 
their production In those districts. 
The Mohammedian loan sharks have 
been charging these illiterate people 
from 75 to 300 per cent *nterest for 
loans. 
The Y. M. C. A. is not on ly, 
freeing them from the bondage of 
debt, but relieving them from famine 
by showing them how to produce 
more foodstuffs. They also are being 
taught to read and write, to clean up j 
their homes and be sanitary, and are 
taught Christianity 
through Bible 
class work.

French Chamber of Dep­ 
utties Hears Report 
From Poincare. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, December 17.—The Cham­ 
ber of Deputies early this morning, 
after a long debate on the 
general 
policy of the Poincare Government, 
gave it a vote of confidence. 
The 
vote was 512 to 76. 
After 
listening 
to a statement 
from Poincare outlining the repara­ 
tions situation and the prospect for 
agreement at the resumption of the 
allied 
premiers’ 
conference, 
the 
Chamber of Deputies this afternoon 
decided, by a vote of 289 to 253, to 
proceed with the order of the day. ¡ 
This 
practically 
means 
postpone­ 
ment of all interpellations on 
the 
government’s foreign policy until af- j 
ter New Year. 
Premier Poincare, after sketching ! 
briefly and optimistically 
the 
pro­ 
gress of the reparations and Turkish 
peace negotiations, told the Deputies 
that 
he was 
ready 
to 
withdraw 
“gracefully” if the Chamber thought1 
it had ready another Cabinet better j 
qualified 
than 
his 
to work 
for 
France. 
Premier Poincare told the Cham­ 
ber that the general situation 
had 
recently grown better Instead 
of 
worse, and expressed surprise at the 
feeling of fear and anxiety he had 
found when he returned from 
the 
London conference of Premiers. He 
asserted he had followed faithfullv 
the program he had laid down fo* 
the government when he took office 
The London conference, declaret 
Poincare. ‘‘Instead of being a failure 
was successful because it was called 
only to prepare the way for a ple­ 
nary 
conference, 
whether 
that 
should be held In Brussels or not, 
and that has been done. 
“We cannot, 
the 
month 
before 
hand, tell the German debtors what 
are the specific intentions 
of 
the 
French Government,” Premier Poin 
care said, in the reference to repara­ 
tions, “but in the event of France be 
ing obliged to send engineers and 
custom officers into the occupied re­ 
gions of Germany and elsewnere, we 
shall always reserve places for the 
engineers and customs 
officers' of 
our allies. 
“We should be deeply concerned 
if we were obliged 
to take 
these 
measures alone, but, no matter what 
happens on January 2, (the resump 
tion of the allied conference), I can 
assure you that the entente cordiale 
will not be broken. 
“I can tell you that the old cal- 
umnes and accusations of imperial­ 
ism and militarism against 
France, 
which we have been accustomed to 
hear from the other side of the chan­ 
nel, find no echo In the present Eng­ 
lish Government,” Premier Poincare 
said. 
He had followed strictly the 
announcement of his policy made in 
the Chamber of November 13. 
“On 
no point wrhatsoever, have I had to 
make any modification,” he declared. 
Referring to the question of inter­ 
allied debts, Poincare said: 
“Claims between allies for money 
expended during a war for common 
victory cannot be compared 
with 
France’s claims against Germany for 
reparations.” 
He gave no details of the plans he 
presented at the London meeting of 
the allied premiers and 
studiously 
avoided any reference 
to coercive
